May it please your Excellency, 

1. We, the General Prisons Board, submit to your Excellency 
this our Fourth Annual Report on the condition of the prisons 
and prisoners within our jurisdiction, and with respect to the 
registration of criminals during the year ending March 31, 1882. 

I. — Local Prisons. 

2. In our last Report wo had occasion to refer to tho great 
increase of labour and responsibility thrown on this Department 
by the operations under the Act, 44 Vic., cap. 4, for “ The Bettor 
Protection of Person and Property in Ireland,” and we at the 
same time explained tho nature of tho arrangements adopted up 
to that date, for tho special custody and treatment of tho prisoners 
arrested under its provisions. 

3. A very considerable extension of those arrangements was Extended 
however, subsequently necessitated by the course of events, the 

Local Prisons either wholly, or chiefly appropriated to this Act, 
particular purpose having been gradually increased as occasion 
required from five — tho number so made use of at the date of our 
Report — to twelve, viz,: — 

I. In Ulster. — Armagh, Enniskillen, Monaghan and 
Omagh. 

IT. In Leinster. — Dundalk, Grangegormon, Kilkenny, Kil- 
mainham, and Naas. 

III, In Munsticr. — Clonmel, and Limerick. 

IV. In Connaught.— G alway. 

4. In our Last Report, wc gave in full the special regulations s Fec ;,a 
framed by the Lord Lieutenant — pursuant to the provision Regulations 
contained in Sec. I, sub-suc. 3, of tho Act — and which it has been ih“ AoUAVio, 
seen differ materially from the rules applicable to the ordinary cap. 4. 
classes of unconvicted prisoners. 
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Fowrth Report of the 

5. A considerable outlay was incurred in boarding and other 
wise preparing for occupation tlio colls and rooms appropriated 
to the use of this class — and ill providing suitable yards and 
slieds for their out-door exercise and association, as well as in 
supplying them with furniture, bedding, utensils, &e,, 0 f a 
description superior to that which it has been hitherto the 
practice to allow to ordinary prisoners either in tills country, or 
in England. 

6. The largo increase in the time allowed to the "Suspect" 
prisoners for daily exorcise and association, as well as the great 
extent of their correspondence, and the number of visits paid to 
them, involved, it is almost unnecessary to point out, a very great 
strain upon the officers charged with the supervision of the 
arrangements, and responsible for the strict observance of the 
prescribed Rules. 

7. This great and sudden addition to the usual duties of our 
staff was met, in the case of the superior officers, by redoubled 
energy, labour, and application on their parts, while in regard to 
the officers of the several other grades, upon whom, we may 
observe, the strain was likewise most serious, as well as almost 
incessant, it was sought, as far as practicable, to mitigate it by 
temporarily increasing the number of those employed. 

8. The Board with this view sought for and obtained the 
necessary Treasury authority for the temporary employment, in 
particular prisons, of extra officers, in addition to those already 
sanctioned, for the ordinary exigencies of the service, viz., 16 
temporary chief warders, 81 temporary ordinary warders, and 57 
temporary pensioner warders. 

!). Officers called thus suddenly into requisition could not, of 
course, bo expected to prove equal in efficiency or usefulness to 
the ordinary prison stall', but it was, as far as possible, arranged 
that the charge of the “ Suspect " prisoners, as the most im- 
portant class, should bo confined to our most experienced and 
reliable officers, and we have every reason to feel satisfied that, 
as a rule, the confidence reposed in the intelligence and discretion 
of those selected for this difficult and delicate duty was not 
misplaced. 

10. In our first and second Annual Reports we have fully 
explained the measures proposed and subsequently carried out 
by us for the reduction of tlio number of Local Prisons trans- 
ferred to our control in 187S, and in the latter — paragraph 6— 
we have detailed the particular prisons, eleven in number, selected 
for this purpose. 

1 1. During the recent emergency, however, it was found neces 
sary to temporarily ro-opou three of those, viz., Ennis, Enms- 
killen, and Monaghan, as the readiest and most satisfactory mode 
of meeting the exceptional pressure with which we were 
called upon to cope. 
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Of these we have already felt ourselves in a position to dis- 
continue the use of Ennis and Monaghan Prisons, and to dis- 
pense with the temporary staff attached to each ; and the same 
course will be shortly followed in regard to the third — Enniskillen. 

12. The operations under this Act are now drawing rapidly cioso of 
to a close, and as it will cease to be in force at all after the 30th 
September next, it may be of interest that we should here ex- P. p. p! 8 Act. 
plain that between the passing of the Act, 2nd March, 1881, and 

the present time the total number of persons arrested under its 
provisions was 987, and that the largest number in custody at 
any one time was 624 — during the week ended 6th March, 

1882. 

13. Since that date there has been a steady and almost con- 
tinuous diminution in the number remaining in custody, and 
which at the present time is only 159. 

We may observe that the expenditure incurred in every way Total 
by the General Prisons Board during the year ended 31st March, 

1882, by the detention of prisoners under this Act is estimated UB w ** 
at about £12,733. 

11. In our Second Report* par. 8, and our Third Report, par. Bridewells. 

20, we have described the successive steps by which the number 
of "Bridewells” had been since they came under our control 
gradually reduced from the original total of 93, to 35. 

We had contemplated making some further reductions 
during the past year, but in deference to the adverse opinions of 
the local authorities, and having regard to the existing condition 
of things generally in tho country, we have deemed it best, 
except in the case of Bkibberecn, to defer any further action skiiiborcen. 
in this direction for tho present, without, liowovor, at all aban- 
doning the fulfilment of our purpose, whenever circumstances 
admit of this, without risk of causing any serious local incon- 
venience. 

15. The revised Dietary for Local and Convict Prisons referred New Diotwy. 
to in paragraphs 6 and 7 of our last Report is now in general 

use throughout the various prisons, and appears to have given 
very general satisfaction, without, upon the whole, occasioning 
any serious addition to the expenditure. 

16. We beg to refer your Excellency to Table XIX. in the o£ 

Appendix for the usual detail of the various works of recon- KcSstrotion 
struction and repair, &c., undertaken by us during the past year, and repair, &c. 

As far as possible it has been our practice to provide through 
the agency of our prison labour for the execution of all works of 
this description, hut in cho present instance it will be seen that 
what has been done bad reference in a great measure to those 
special preparations which, as already described in par. 5, 
it became our duty to make for the reception and treatment of 
the prisoners committed under tho “ Protection of Person and 
Property Act,” and for which, in part owing to the nature of the 
works, and in part to the pressure as to time under which they 
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had to be undertaken, it was found absolutely necessary to pro- 
vide by means of special contracts entered into by us either with 
Dublin or local tradesmen. 

Na.nro of works These works consisted for the most part of the boarding, heatinv 
provided for. ani j lighting of cells, the removal of useless buildings, and other 
provisions for insuring increased security, the exterior lighting of 
some of the prisons, and preparations for the accommodation of 
the necessary military patrols, the provision of an increased water 
supply, the construction of suitable rooms for visitors, the enlarge- 
ment of yards, and the erection of sheds for the purposes of shelter 
while at exercise and association, &e., &c. ; and it maybe observed 
that though many of these improvements would most probably 
never have been considered necessary had this special occasion for 
them not arisen, yet, now that they have been executed, they will 
undoubtedly be found to add materially to the permanent comfort 
and security of the particular prisons in which they have been 
effected, and will in. this way go far to compensate for the rather 
considerable outlay they have involved. 

17. The most extensive and important works hitherto undertaken 
by us were those connected with the enlargement and improve- 
ment of Cork Male Prison and the adaptation in part of the 
local prison at Maryboro’ to the purposes of an invalid convict 
prison, and for the execution of which, as described in previous 
reports, provision was made by the employment of parties 
of convicts temporarily transferred, for this purpose from the 
Public Works Prison of Spike Island. 

These several works aro now, it may be said, completed, or 
nearly so, and we contemplate almost immediately availing our- 
Maiyiioro’ selves of the accommodation so provided at Maryboro’ for the 
invalid Prison, purpose of carrying out the important object with a view to 
which tho works there were originally undertaken, viz., the removal 
thereto of such convicts as may bo unfitted, by reason of consti- 
tutional delicacy or infirmity, for bearing the discipline and res- 
traints of the ordinary prisons — an arrangement which, while it 
will tend to greatly improve the general condition of those 
affected by it, will, at tho same time, relieve the Executive in 
numerous eases from the necessity of releasing prisoners before 
the expiration of their sentences, merely on the ground that 
. further detention would bo likely to prove dangerous to their 
liven. 

Number to be Though provision has been made iu this respect for the 
accommodated, accommodation of fifty convicts of tho class in (juestion.it is pro- 
bable that this limit will bo rarely if ever reached in practice. 

Prison 18. In referring in our last report, par. 14, to Table X., which, 

Punishments, pursuant to the provisions contained in sec. 15, 40 & 41 Vic., chap. 

49, furnishes a detail of tho various prison punishments, and of 
the offences for which they were inflicted, we took occasion to 
observe upon tho decrease there shown, as compared with the 
previous years’ returns, iu the case of male prisoners, while, as 
regards females, on the contrary, an increase was exhibited. 
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This year, however, we have the satisfaction, to Kill attention 
under this head, not only to a still larger diminution in the 
total number punished, hut also to the further fact that in the 
present instance the reduction applies to both male and female 
prisoners, though in a very much larger proportion, no doubt, in 
the case of the former than of the latter. Th us wo trust showing 
that with improved prison management the necessity for punish- 
ment has decreased. 

The following are the figures as to this for each of the three 
last years respectively, via. : —

19. In our last report, par. 15, we explained in detail the Imtatriul 
nature of the various branches of industrial labour which were r ‘ aW - 
at that time pursued in several of our local prisons, and which 
it was show, had yielded a total profit payable to the Exchequer 
for the year 1880-81 of £5,41S 10s. lid, as against only 
1C18 16s. 9d, the amount obtained from the operations of the 
preceding year, and the following Table will give the comparative 
results as to this for the years 1881 -82 and 1880-8 1 respectively, 
viz.: —

From the foregoing Tallin it will lie seen that the greatly im- pon&nuod 
proved results under this bead, to which we had last year the 5S°° 
satisfaction of adverting, have been fully sustained during the 
intervening period, notwithstanding that the occupation of some 
of our principal prisons by the “ Suspect” dass, necessarily in- 
terfered with and interrupted very seriously our ordinary indus- 
trial operations during the year just closed, in as much as in 
several of our prisons no reproductive labour could be earned on. 

20. In the Appendix A, Tables VIII. and IX., will be found Education, 
the usual educational statistics, and which, it will bo seen, com- 
pare rather favourably, upon the whole, with the returns given 
in our last report, both as regards the proportion borne by the 
wholly illiterate prisoners to the total number of commitments, 
and die number of those to whom school instruction was im- 
parted during their period of detention in the larger prisons. 

The number of " wholly illiterate ” prisoners, as shown last 
year, was 14,571, out of a total of 38,053, as agaiust this year 
13,833, out of a total of 3S,9U8, and the number that received 
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school instruction during the past year was 1,870 as aeainst 
1,747 for 1880-81. ’ ^ 

Juvenile 21. In Table XI. we submit the usual particulars connected 

Offenders. w yh the offences and commitments of juvenile offenders, that is 
of prisoners not exceeding sixteen years of age. 

It will be observed that the total number of commitments in 
this class — 1,053 — -is almost identical with that shown by the 
return for the preceding year — 1,052 — the only notable difference 
being that in the present instance an increase is shown in the 
case of the males, and a decrease as regards the females, whereas 
last year we had to point attention to the fact that while the 
males had decreased the female prisoners of this class had re- 
mained stationary in number. 

The number of persons committed to local prisons during year 
ended 31st March, 1882, who are known to have been previously 
in reformatories was : —

Visiting 22. In the Prisons Act of 1877, section 24, provision is, it will 
undergo & S 4 i be seen, made for the appointment, at such time as the Lord 
Vb., cap. 49, Lieutenant may prescribe each year, by the Grand Jury of every 
sec ' ' county of a visiting committee, “ consisting of such number of 
persons, being Justices of the Peace, as having regard to the 
locality of such prison and to the class of prisoners to be con- 
fined in such prison may from time to time be determined by the 
Lord Lieutenant"; and. section 25 both defines certain duties 
which are to he performed by the committees, and also enables 
the Lord Lieutenant to make by rules further provision with 
respect to the same subject. 

Much valuable assistance has been received from time to time 
from individual members of these committees of justices in 
attending at the prisons and investigating complaints against 
prisoners of too serious a complexion to be dealt with by the 
governors, &c. ; but, as a rule, we have regretted to observe that 
they do not ordinarily appear to visit the several prisons or in- 
terest themselves in the details of administration connected with 
them to the extent we should have desired, or in the manner 
which was manifestly contemplated both by the framers of the 
Act and by the rules which, pursuant to the provisions to that 
effect contained in section 25, were made and published by the 
Lord Lieutenant on the 22nd March, 1878. 



cormtaents 23. We referred in our last report as a subject of eongratu- 
to Prison. lation to the fact that, notwithstanding the dish-eh s which had pre- 

vailed in certain parts of Ireland during the close of 1880, and the 
beginning of 1881, the prison statistics showed a considerable 
diminution in the total number of commitments. 

This year we are not, we regret to say, in a position to 
record so favourable a state of things in this respect, hut this 
interruption to the progressive decline previously observed upon 
has nevertheless not been very considerable during the year just 
ended. 
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The following are the figures as to this for each of the four 
last years, viz. : —

From this return it will he observed, that though the commit- 
ments for the past year are 1,243 in excess of those for 1880-81, 
they fall below those for 1879-80 by 3,224, and those for 1S7S-79 
by 3,862. 

It is, however, to be noted that the figures given above for the 
year 1881-82, do not include the 987 committals referred to 
in par. 12 of this Report. 

The operations under the Act 44 Vic., cap. 4, being altogether 
abnormal and exceptional, the introduction of the number 
committed by virtue of warrants issued under its provisions by 
the Lord Lieutenant, would only teud to disarrange our tables 
and detract from their future value and interest as a record of 
the comparative statistics of successive years of the criminal 
classes. 

24. Following up the practice pursued by us in our three Abstracts, 
previous reports, we here submit three abstracts, the two first 
dealing with the numbers in custody at eertaiu recurring dates 
in all the local prisons of Ireland from 1851 to 1882, and the third 
showing the number of commitments and the daily average 
number in custody during each year from 1 854 to 1882, viz. : —

31. To the Appendix B we beg to refer for the usual reports Condition and 
and returns relating to the four convict prisons of Mountjoy Male, ol 
Mountjoy Female, Spike Island, and Lusk respectively, and which 

will be found to afford full particulars as to the present condition 
and general working of each of these establishments. 

32. In both our last reports it became our duty to place on Spike island, 
record the very strong opinion we have long entertained as to 

the entire unfitness, owing to its structural arrangements and 
defects, of Spike Island for the purposes of a convict establish- 
ment. 



33. In our last report, when expressing our full concurrence 
in the conclusion arrived at hy the Commission over which Lord 
Kimberley presided, as expressed in their report presented to Lord Kim- 
Parliament in 1879, viz., that this prison should “he disoon- °° m ' 
tinned,” we referred to the fact that, though several communi- 
cations relating to it had passed between our Board and the 
Government, no definite conclusion had been up to that time

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arrived at on the subject ; and we regret to be obliged to add on 
.the present occasion, that no practical progress towards the 
solution of the difficulty which has been experienced in devising 
a suitable substitute for it has been made during the interval. 0 



Departmental 34 A departmental committee, of which the Chairman of this 
Committee of Board is one of the members, has, however, been engaged in 
equity. London from time to time for some months past in a general 
inquiry as to the future disposal of convict labour both in 
England and Ireland, and we trust that as one result of their 
deliberations some effective remedy may be suggested for finally 
discontinuing the use of an institution which has long attracted 
the special attention and emphatic condemnation not only of 
this Board but of some of the very highest authorities on the 
subject. 

Opimou tf fl» Before finally quitting this subject, for the present, we may be 
chaplain* ° ° permitted to conclude with the following extract from a report, 
dated the 2nd May last, from the Homan Catholic Chaplain of 
that prison, and who, we may observe in passing, enjoys the 
advantage of being enabled to speak as to its affairs with all the 
authority which a very lengthened experience of them may be 
considered to confer. He says : — 

“ I regret that it is not in my power to give a more favourable report 
of the religious and moral condition of the Roman Catholic prisoners 
during the last year than during several previous years, although it was 
a year of jubilee when the greatest efforts were made to produce a better 
sense and a better practice among them. I even got a religious mission 
to be conducted in the prison by six neighbouring clergymen to accomp- 
lish that desirable object, but the corrupting influence of the close 
association of the prisoners here, soon destroyed all the good that was 
done by the jubilee and by the mission, as well as by the discipline of 
the prison. And this uncontrollable evil must continue until the prison 
is reconstructed into proper separate colls, as at Mountjoy prison, and 
now in all the county gaols in Ireland. It is then much to be regretted 
that Spike Island Prison, where all the convicts pass- most of their 
penal servitude, and where their ohief reformation should be effected, is 
still left without that essential improvement.”

Inspection. 



35. In the able Report of the Commissioners appointed in 
1878 “ to inquire into the working of the Penal Servitude Acts,” 
and to which reference has been just made, in connexion with 
the subject of Spike Island Prison, it is amongst other things 
recommended : — 



“ That arrangements should be made for the independent inspection 
of Convict Prisons by persons appointed by the Government, but un- 
connected with the Convict Prisons Department, and unpaid," 

36. This recommendation was dissented from by one eminent 
Dr. Guy. member of the Commission — Dr, Guy — on the ground, amongst 
several others enumerated by him, of — 

“ The adverse view taken by two such experienced administrators as 
Sir "Walter Crofion and Sir Edmund DnCane, supported as that view is 
by reasons to which I attach importance,” 
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But the proposal appears to have received the support oi the 
remaining five members of the Commission, 'and was subsequently 
approved, and acted on by the Government of the day. 

37. In Ireland two bodies of such unpaid inspectors were inspectors 
appointed by the Lord Lieutenant in 1880, and re-appointed in *i ,,lrante<3 - 
1881, viz. : I. For the Dublin Convict Prisons — 

The Eight Hon. Lord Monck.

And II. for Spike Island —

38. These gentlemen, it is unnecessary to point out, are ap- 
pointed, and are intended to act in every way quite independently 
of our Board ; but we entertain no doubt that the judicious ex- 
ercise of the important functions entrusted to them may render 
their appointment of the highest practical value in the execution 
of the Penal Servitude Acts, and on our own part, we can under- 
take to say, that any recommendations or suggestions at any 
time emanating from them shall always command our most 
respectful consideration and attention. 

III. Registration of Criminals. 

39. We beg to refer your Excellency to the Appendix C. to this Statistical 
Report for the usual Statistical Tables relating to this particular TBil ‘ 3, 
branch of our administration, brought down from 1870 to the 

close of 1881, which will speak for themselves and which appear 
to present no features calling, on the present occasion, for any 
farther special explanatory observations upon our part. 

40. In our last Report we had the satisfaction of being enabled to Alphabetical 
announce the completion of the “ Alphabetical Register of 
Habitual Criminals ” who have been liberated subject to the Criminals, 
penalties prescribed by section 8 of the Habitual Criminals Act 

of 1869 , 32 & 33 V., c. 99, or sections 7 & 8 of the Prevention of 
Crimes Act, 1871, 34 & 35 V., c. 112. 

As already explained by us the preparation of this most im- S« Smart f 
portent record was commenced in this office as far back as the ep ° ' p ' 
year 1877, but was soon after suspended, and only resumed in 
the early part of 1880. 

_ Extracts, illustrative of the detailed information the compila- Extracts, 
tion has been designed to supply, in aid of the execution of the 
Criminal Law in this country, were submitted in our previous 
report, to which it is therefore only necessary that we should 
here refer your Excellency.

Commutation of Superannuation Allowances payable by 
Treasury or Local Authorities.

The General Prisons Board have the honour to transmit to you for the 
consideration of the Grand Jury of the county of at the, ensuing 

Summer Assizes, the annexed extracts from a communication addressed 
hy the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury to the Chief 
Secretary for Ireland, drawing attention to . the provisions of the Act 41 
and 42 Vic., cap. 63, as bearing on the superannuation, allowances 
granted to retiring officers in the Prison service, under the 32nd section 
of the Prisons (Ireland) Act, 1877, 40 and 41 Tie., cap. 49, where such 
retiring allowances arc payable partly by moneys provided by Parliament 
and partly by local authorities out of rates. 

The Prisons Board request that you will cali the special attention of 
the Grand Jury of the county of to this matter, and that you 
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may be so good as to report to tliem, immediately after tlie Assizes, the 
decision which the Grand Jury may arrive at, in order that the infor- 
mation shall he at once furnished to the Treasury, in compliance with 
the desire of their Lordships. 

A copy of the Act 41 and 42 Vic., cap. 63, is enclosed herewith.

Extract from Treasury Letter (No. 14,861/81) dated 12th May, 1881. 

“ The Act 41 & 42 Vic., cap. 63, by Section 2 of which Act it is provided 
that: — 

“‘When an annuity granted by way of superannuation allowance to an 
existing officer of a prison, under the sections of the Prison Acts mentioned in 
the first schedule to this Act, is apportioned to be paid partly by the Treasury 
out of moneys provided by Parliament, and partly by the local authority out 
of rates, the Treasury and the local authority may agree for the commutation 
of the share of the annuity apportioned to either of them ; that is to say. for 
the payment by that one to the other of them of the capital value of such share 
ascertained according to the tables contained in the second schedule to this 
Act.' 

“ Thus far the statute contemplates a voluntary arrangement which is lode- 
pendent both of the total amount of the pension, and also of the amount of the 
parts of it paid by the several contributories. 

“ The rest of the section is limited to annuities of which the Imperial portion is 
less than £20, and admits of being put into force compulsorily by either of the 
contributories. This latter part of the section is as independent as the former 
part of the total amount of the pension. 

“ My Lords have always been and are ready to entertain any proposal from 
Prison Authorities for the commutation of cither of the parts of pensions under 
the voluntary provisions of the section. 

“ Under the compulsory provisions, His Excellency is aware that My Lords 
have as yet made no general requirement on the local authorities to accept 
commutation of the Imperial share of the annuities in question, and before My 
Lords take into consideration the expediency of making such general require- 
ment, they will be glad to learn whether the several local authorities would 
prefer that the Treasury should not make such compulsory requirement, that is 
to say, whether they would prefer to take advantage themselves of the com- 
pulsory provisions contained in the third paragraph of the section and require 
the Treasury to accept commut ation of the shares apportioned to be paid by the 
local authorities which may be of any amount. 

“ Looking both to administrative convenience and to the interest of the 
Pensioners, it is obvious that it is preferable to pay these pensions from one 
source rather than from two, and that if the payment from one of the sources is 
less than £20, the duty of getting rid of such a part payment, by commuting it 
as soon as power to do so is given, arises as matter of course. 

“ With this object in view, My Lords request you to move His Excellency 
to cause a Circular to be issued to the several local authorities embodying the 
substance of this letter, and requesting replies at the earliest date convenient, 
stating ; — 

“1. If the Imperial portion of the annual payment be over £20 per annum 
whether they desire to make any proposal to the Treasury under the voluntary 
part of the Section ? 

“2. If the Imperial portion of the annual payment bo under £20 per annum, 
whether they desire to make any requisition on the Treasury under the com- 
pulsory part of the section V 

“ My Lords will assume after the 31st August next, that any Prison Authority 
which has not then replied declines to require the Treasury to accept com- 
mutation of the part of the pension payable by such authority.”

“The question we understand to be whether in point of law sentences of im- 
prisonment for consecutive terms (where authorized) are to he regarded by 
the Pi’ison Authorities in the application of Prison Kules, as distinct and 
separate terms of imprisonment, or as one single term equal in duration to the 
sum of the several consecutive terms. In our opinion they cannot properly be 
treated as all constituting one single term of imprisonment, hut must each 
during its continuance be considered as a separate term, quite distinct from 
all which may succeed it, just as if it and it alone were the limit orimprison- 
ment. We think too that this is the legal view of the case, whether the term is 
absolute or conditional, in default of payment of a fine imposed on the primary 
punishment.”*

Extract from Report of Medical Committee. 

“The amended dietaries which we have prepared have been framed upon a 
sufficiently liberal basis to render it in our opinion unnecessary for medical 
officers of prisons to interfere with the suggested scales in the direction of any 
increase, except under circumstances distinctly connected with the existence of 
disease in individual prisoners. We, at the same time, recognize the expediency 
and the necessity of leaving in the hands of medical officers a discretionary 
power to effect minor alterations such, for instance, as the substitution of an 
equivalent in the shape of bread for the daily allowance of stirabout, where that 
article of diet is ascertained on the report of the prison authorities to disagree 
with a prisoner ; but, with such exceptions, we disapprove of any interference 
with the dietary scales as laid down for healthy prisoners.” 



Accounting for Extra Remuneration by Officers. 

General Prisons Board, Dublin Castle, 
Circular Memo.

In accordance with instructions received from the Lords of Her 
Majesty’s Treasury, the General Prisons Board has to desire that you 
will inform every officer of the prison, and bridewells, if any, for which 
you account, that he or she will be held responsible for duly apprising 
the chairman of the General Prisons Board, through you, annually, of 
all extra remuneration he or she has received out of public funds, or 
from fees, during the preceding financial year ending on 31st March, in

from whatever source. 

You will obtain and furnish to the chairman of the Board yearly on 
the 1st of May, in the annexed form, the statements of extra remunera- 
tion specified in this circular. 

If none of the officers of the prison or bridewells for which you 
account received extra remuneration, a “ Nil” return should be furnished 
by you. 

It is requested that statements of extra remuneration for the year 
ended 31st March, 1881, as directed in this circular, may be obtained 
and forwarded as soon as possible, and not later than the 15th instant, 
by you to the chairman for the present staff of the prison and bride- 
wells, if any, and that you will at the same time report that you have 
informed every officer of the contents of this circular.

As regards the privilege accorded to Prisoners of being attended, 
if out of health, by their usual medical man, the rule requires that 
before a Physician (not being the Surgeon to the prison) is admitted 
to visit a Prisoner, it should appear that the Prisoner is out of health, 
and that the Physician in question is the usual Medical Attendant of 
the Prisoner, and before the privilege is accorded, the Governor should 
be satisfied as to both these points. Where a proper case arises for

Trades , $c . — Regular tradesmen are charged at one-half ordinary rates, 
learners, one-fourth, viz. : — 2s. 6cl. and Is. 3d. per day, respectively. White- 
washers, Is. 6d . ; washers (female), Is. Gel. ; labourers and cooks. Is. 5 cleaners, 
6d . ; females making and repairing clothing, knitting, and sewing, Ad. 

Shirt and drawers making for public has been extended. This description of 
work, with training necessary to its proper execution, is such as is hoped may 
develop habits of industry, while affording sufficient and fairly remunerative 
labour for female prisoners. 

Carpet cleaning continues to prove a profitable source of industrial labour. 

Linen-weaving by liand-looms is in operation, but owing to competition with 
power-looms, and the high price of yarns as compared with, the rates ruling for 
manufactured article, the profit is not such as might be fairly anticipated from 
a class of labour admirably suited for prison employment. 

The manufacture of firewood has been introduced, and although supply is 
restricted to public departments, the return has been very satisfactory. 

Work done for other prisons is included in “estimated value column.” 

The unemployed are represented by the untried, bail (unwilling to work), 
the physically unfit, and those discharged during labour hours. 

Excepting in manufacture of material, the prison is generally self -supplying. 

Calculations are made on year of 300 working days.

GOVERNOR’S REPORT. 

Mountjoy Male Prison, 
17th May, 1882. 

Sm, — I beg to forward my annual report, and also tlie statistical 
returns for the year ended, 31st March, 1882. 

There have been many changes in the staff since my last report. The 
late chief warder has been promoted to the position of deputy-governor 
of Spike Island Convict Prison. Consequent on same, a principal 
warder from this staff was promoted to the vacancy, a first class warder 
to that of principal warder, and a second class warder to that of first 
class warder. A second class warder was promoted to be chief warder 
at Tullamore Prison, and his place was filled by awarder transferred 
from Grangegorman Prison. One second class warder was dismissed 
the service for misconduct, and his place was filled by a transfer from 
Spike Island Convict Prison. A vacancy existing for a first class 
warder was also filled by transfer from Spike Island. 

Owing to the re-establishment of a tailors class in this prison a second 
class warder was promoted to first class, and put in charge of that 
department. A second class warder was transferred from Richmond 
Prison and appointed tailor warder. 

Four officers have been appointed, and are now doing duty here as 
temporary ordinary wai'ders, to fill the places of four warders from this 
staff who are ordered for special duty at local gaols. 

I can report favourably of the general conduct of the staff, with the 
exception of the one occurrence already referred to. 

Owing to the large and varied increase in the number of prisoners, 
the staff is numerically weak, and a great strain exists in carrying out 
the duties, so much so that relaxation for the officers in the shape of 
leave is almost now impossible.* 

The industry of the prisoners has, during the past twelve months, 
been further developed in the making of mattresses and palliasses for 
public departments. 

A large branch of employment has also been added to the occupation 
of the prisoners by the manufacture of firewood, which is cut and made 
up into bundles for public departments — this, in addition to their former 
industries, has found ample employment for the prisoners. 

I regret to say that corporal punishment was inflicted on two convicts 
within the past twelve months for gross misconduct. 

No attempt at escape was made, with the exception of one prisoner,, 
who was noticed to have tampered with the window in his cell, but he 
was detected in time and the effort was frustrated. 

The prisoners attend school as heretofore; they are reported as being 
attentive and making average progress in their studies. 

Two prisoners died in hospital through natural causes. An inquest 
was held in each case, as laid down by regulations. 

The prison buildings and fittings pertaining thereto have been kept 
in repair by the General Prisons Board with the assistance of prison 
labour, with the exception of such cases where special contracts had 
been entered into with parties outside. 

I certify that the rules laid down for the government of the prison 

* .Arrangements have been made by wlilcb some of the officers are now permitted, to go on 
leave, and the Board, having duly considered tire numerical strength of the staff of this prison, 
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have been strictly complied witli, except such particular eases as have Moiwtjoy 
been reported and brought under the notice of the General Prisons Board.

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MEDICAL OPEICER’S REPORT. 

Mountjoy Male Convict Prison, 
18th April, 1882. ' 

Snt, — I have the honour to submit my annual report of the sanitary 
condition of this Prison for the year ending 31st March, 1882, which is 
so far satisfactory that there is little to remark. 

The general health of the officers and of the prisoners lias been good. Of 
the officers, nine were received into hospital, four from the staff of the 
Eemale Prison, two from Lusk Prison, and one, on temporary duty 
here, from Kilmainham Prison. None of their complaints, however, 
were of a grave character. 

Among the sixty-one prisoners in hospital, only two deaths occurred. 
Both were worn-out returned convicts who had spent many years in 
prison, 

It was found necessary to transmit one prisoner to the Central 
Lunatic Asylum. 

Only one prisoner was sent here for treatment from Lusk Prison, and 
no case of contagious or epidemic disease occurred during the year. 

I beg to express my acknowledgments to all the officers for the 
facilities afforded me by them in the discharge of my dnties.

ROMAN CATHOLIC CHAPLAIN’S REPORT. 

Mountjoy Male Prison, 
24th May, 1882. 

Sir, — I beg to submit my report for the year commencing 1st April, 
1881, and ending 31st March, 1S82. 

It is my duty to report that the prisoners under my care have been, 
on the whole, well conducted, obedient to those placed over them, and 
disposed to avail themselves of the means afforded for moral 
improvement. I can also speak well of the manner in which the 
prison discipline was carried out. Whereas the prison discipline was 
administered strictly, and in accordance with the spirit of the regula- 
tions, due allowance was at the same time made .for human weakness, 
and, in consequence, I rarely, if ever, heard prisoners complain of harsh 
and unfair treatment on the part of officers. 

I am pleased to have to report that the classification hy which the 
convicts undergoing imprisonment for the first time, are separated from 
habitual criminals, who, as a general rule, are so eager to initiate others 
in the secrets of their own evil ways, has been attended with very con- 
siderable advantages to the discipline of the prison, and the moral 
reformation of the former class of prisoners. I regret to have to report 
to yon that the evil habits and conduct of prisoners from the cities of 
Dublin and Belfast, and also from Reformatories, even when kept in 
separate confinement in the same prison, are calculated to do much 
mischief to the entire body of prisoners from other parts of the country. 
I am of the opinion that a great deal of contamination would be pre- 
vented among the prisoners of Mountjoy if some means could be adopted 
by which entire and complete separation could be effected of Reformatory 
boys, Dublin and Belfast .prisoners, from the other prisoners of the 
country at large. I feel grateful ill reporting that every facility has 
been afforded me in the exercise of my ministry, and that every one of 
the officers with whom my duties brought me into relation, has treated 
me very kindly. 

From the commencement of the year to its close, the number of local 
prisoners and convicts having been so large that almost every available 
cell in either prison was occupied, my duties there increased in pro- 
portion. I have never been able to discharge all my duties towards 
the convicts, ancl the local prisoners confined in Mountjoy consequent on 
the passing of the Act of 1877 ; and so I have been compelled to beg 
the constant help of another clergyman. He is not, however, a paid 
assistant. I very respectfully call your attention to this matter, with 
the view of obtaining for him a salary.

Cellular visits, advice, and admonitions, have been 
accepted with respect and gratitude. In the privacy secured by the 
chaplain’s visits to the cells, appeals can be made to individual con- 
science which cannot be so efficiently done in a congregation. 

I have given some attention to the schools, and noted some progress 
in several instances in reading and writing. 

Every assistance is given me in the performance of my duties by the 
efficient governor and the entire staff of officers.

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MEDICAL OFFICER'S REPORT. 

Mountjoy Female Convict Prison 
18th April, 1882. ? 

Sib, — I have the honour to submit my annual report of the sanitary 
condition of this prison, for the year ending 31st March, 1882, which 

has been most satisfactory. Only one death occurred during the year 

that of a prisoner (M. A. T.) sent here on 19th December last, in very- 
delicate health. She was admitted to hospital on the day following. It 
soon became evident she was in an advanced stage of pulmonary phthisisj 
and her death occurred on 28th March, 1882. 

The prison was free from any epidemic or contagious disease, and the 
daily average of complaining sick was light, as were also the admissions 
to hospital — which is owing in a great measure to the decrease in the 
number of committals, as well as to the healthy state of the population. 

It was found necessary to transmit two convicts to the Central 
Asylum — one of whom was stated to have been in an asylum previously, 
the other exhibited unmistakeable symptoms of mental debility on her 
reception. 

Eleven matrons were treated in hospital, and six were obliged to 
retire from the service on the ground of health. 

I have to reiterate what has been said in previous reports, that were 
it not for the assistance and co-operation of Mrs. Shceran, the superin- 
tendent, it would he difficult for me to manage the capricious and some- 
times irresponsible characters brought before me, but with her help it is 
made comparatively easy.

GOVERNOR’S REPORT. 

Spike Island Government Prison, 
May, 1882. 

Sib, — -I have the honour to submit my annual report for the year 
ended the 31st March, 1882. 

The usual statistical returns for the year have been already forwarded. 

Twenty-two warders joined the staff, eighteen of which were on pro- 
motion from other prisons; eight were transferred to other prisons; 
three on promotion ; three were dismissed the service from Maryborough 
Prison, where they were at the time on special duty from this staff ; 
six resigned the service ; and four were discharged on medical grounds. 
The general conduct of the staff has been, on the whole, very satisfactory ; 
the chief warder and principal warders were attentive and jealous in 
the discharge of their respective duties; and Mr. Murphy, Deputy- 
Governor, rendered me very efficient assistance in the supervision 
generally. 

Nothing requiring special notice occurred during the year. The daily 
routine has been strictly observed in all its details, and the prisoners were 
employed precisely in the same manner as described in former reports — 
that is, the larger proportion on the Government Dock at Haulbowline 
Island, the remainder at Spike Island, some on Royal Engineer works, 
the others in the service of the prison at their respective trades, such as 
shoemakers, tailors, carpenters, smiths, gardening, and fatigue work 
generally. The invalids were employed either in the prison garden or 
at oakum-picking. With some few exceptions, I observed a willing 
desire on the part of the prisoners generally to work in a steady, regular 
manner, and their conduct generally was satisfactory. 
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Selections for trades were made from the well-conducted as usual, 
viz,, masons, stone-cutters, carpenters, smiths, &c., and it is a matter of 
surprise that they become handy and useful in so short a time. Of 
course they are allowed to select the trade for which they may have a 
taste or fancy, and in this way they take to it so much more kindly 
and with better will. I would again respectfully submit that if the 
convict labour could be carried on under the direct control of the prison 
department, supervised by an experienced and responsible officer, a very 
much greater amount of work could be obtained. I have long since 
arrived at this conclusion, from many year’s close observation of the 
present system. 

The statistical returns show the number of prisoners received during 
the year - , and how disposed of. Three prisoners were sent to Dundrum 
Lunatic Asylum on medical certificates. 

There were no attempts at escape, and no case of corporal punishment. 
Some few cases of assaults were committed on warders, but none of a 
serious or aggravated nature. 

Small parties of convicts from here, with their officers, are still em- 
ployed at Cork and Maryborough prisons in carrying out alterations and 
repairs.

The prison buildings (with the exception of the roof of one block, and 
the flooring in a portion of another block) may he considered in fair 
order. The necessary repairs have been provided for in the estimates of 
the current year. The respective chaplains have been punctual in their 
attendance both on Sundays and week-day duties. The school duties 
were carried on by Mr. Ryan with his usual zeal and attention. 

X have not seen or received intimation of any abuse or abuses not 
reported by me ; and I hereby certify that the rules laid down for the 
government of the prison have been complied with during the past year, 
except in such cases as have been reported to or brought under the 
notice of the Board.

Medical MEDICAL OFFICER'S REPORT. 

Officer's , _ . 

Report , Spike Island Convict Prison, 

28th April, 1882. 

Sik, — I have the honour to submit the annual report on the state of 
health of the officers and prisoners, and on the general sanitary condition 
of this prison, with the usual medical statistics, for the year ended 31sb 
March last. 

During the year there were forty-seven warders admitted into kospita 
for ordinary ailments, four of whom, being found medically be pei- 
manently unfitted for the further performance of their duties, were 
discharged the service. There was no death. 

* £1,633 of this sum iathe estimated value of the labour of the convicts belonging to Spite 
Island, and temporarily employed at Cork and Maryborough Prisons. 
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There ■'were ninety-two convicts received here from Mountjoy Male Spike 
Prison during tire year, ten of whom being found indelicate health .JjmuD 
received special attention and treatment, and were placed at labour PkSc 
most suitable to their conditions. —1 

During the year there were 149 convicts treated in hospital, chiefly qS 11 ™! 1 
for diseases of the respiratory and digestive systems, debility, simple Re^Zl. 
continued fever, rheumatism, tonsillitis, ulcers, abscesses, wounds, and 
contusions. There were four deaths — one from chronic bronchitis, one 
from effusion on the brain, one from cancer of .the stomach, and one 
from pneumonia. 

During the year there were three prisoners transferred to Dundrum 
Criminal Lunatic Asylum, one of whom, on reception, was reported to 
be labouring under melancholy ; in either of the other two cases there 
was no record of any mental disturbance. There was one convict re- 
leased from prison on medical grounds; he was' delicate when received 
into this prison. 

It is pleasing to he able to state that during the year no epidemic 
appeared. There was no case of infectious or contagious disease, no 
serious accident occurred, nor was there any attempt at suicide. 

The general sanitary condition of the prison has been, as in past years, 
most satisfactory ; the prison dietaries were wholesome, ample, and 
sufficiently varied; the water was good in quality, and the supply 
abundant ; the ventilation was good ; the clothing and bedding supplied 
to the prisoners being comfortable and warm; the labour' was well 
regulated and exercised no unfavourable influence on their state of health. 

The Governor and the other prison officials invariably rendered me 
effective assistance. The. resident apothecary performed his duties in a 
most satisfactory manner.

PROTESTANT CHAPLAIN’S REPORT. 

Queenstown, April 29, 1882. 

Sir, — I am thankful to Teport favourably of the Episcopalian con- 
victs committed to my charge during the year closing March 31, 1882. 

The services of the Church have been attended with much reverence 
and devotion. The Sacrament of the Lord's Supper administered 
to several of the convicts desiring it. The weekly instructions 
regularly conducted, and the cells and hospital duly visited during the 
past year, I believe with spiritual benefit to many of the prisoners. 

In some cases I have been cheered by an evident improvement in 
conduct as reported to me by others, as well as observed by myself, and 
one who recently died gave satisfactory proof of sincere repentance and 
humble faith in the merits and salvation of Christ. 

The circulation of religious books each Sunday is welcomed by many 
who seem to enjoy and profit by their perusal. The library is very 
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limited, and some new well-selected works would be a great boon Spike 
and benefit to the prisoners * 

With the Governor’s sanction, I have formed a very efficient choir, p RrsyN 

and allow only well conducted prisoners to join it. The church service 

is thus rendered more interesting, whilst the memories of all are being 
stored with instructive truths which I find in my hospital visits and Report, * 
occasional intercourse, influential and consoling. 

The Sunday School held outside the Prison for the children of 
Protestant warders increases in attendance and interest. 

If the prison admitted of a bettor classification more could be done, 
but under the circumstances I believe the best is done.

Sir, — I beg leave to forward to you my report for the year ending Rev °’ 1 - 
31st March, 1882, as the Roman Catholic Chaplain of Spike Island - 
Convict Prison. 

I regret that it is not in my power to give a more favourable report 
of the religious and moral condition of the Roman Catholic prisoners 
during the last year than during several previous years, although it was 
a year of jubilee when the greatest efforts were made to produce a better 
sense and a better practice among them. I even got a religious mission 
to he conducted in the prison by six neighbouring clergymen to accomp- 
lish that desirable object, but the corrupting influence of the close 
association of the prisoner's here, soon destroyed all the good that was 
done by the jubilee and by the mission, as well as by the discipline of 
the prison. And this uncontrollable evil must continue until the prison 
is reconstructed into proper separate cells as at Mountjoy prison, and 
now in all the county gaols in Ireland. It is then much to be regretted 
that Spike Island Prison, where all the convicts pass most of their 
penal servitude, and where their chief reformation should be effected, is 
still left without that essential improvement.

ASSISTANT ROMAN CATHOLIC CHAPLAIN’S REPORT. 

Spike Island, April, 1882. 

Sin, — I have the honour to submit my report for the year ending 31st 
March, 1882. 

In doing so, I am glad to he able to state that the religious and moral 
condition of the Roman Catholic prisoners has been, on the whole, satis- 
factory. 

The great majority of them have been attentive to their religious 
duties, having approached the Sacrament once or twice at least during 
the year, whilst a large number have been frequent communicants. I 
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* The Governor has been communicated with about this matter. 
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liave pleasure also in bearing testimony to their edifying demeanour in 
the chapel during mass and religious instruction. 

I regret, however, to be obliged to repeat what I have already adverted 
to in former reports, viz., the sad results arising from the indiscriminate 
association of the good and bad on the public works, as well as from tire 
defective construction of the prison. These are matters that have been 
already condemned by competent authorities, and until they be rectified 
I fear it is hopeless to expect a thorough reformation of the criminal 
classes. The truth of the maxim “ Evil comnnmicatious corrupt good 
morals” have no where, I venture to say, been more strikingly exempli- 
fied than in the case of the unfortunate convicts located in this prison. 

During the year, I have, as usual, celebrated mass twice a week for 
the warders and prisoners, and visited daily the sick in hospital, as well 
as the defaulters in the punishment cells. 

I beg, in conclusion, to bear testimony to the uniform kindness and 
efficient support I have invariahly received at the hands of the Governor 
and the entire prison staff.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 

Lusk Convict Prison, 23rd April, 1882. 

Sib, — I beg leave to submit the usual annual report on this prison 
and farm for the year ending 31st March, 1882. 

On the 1st April, 1881, in custody at Lusk 37 convicts ; received 
during the year, 60, making a total of 97. They have been disposed of 
as follows : — 61 released on licence ; removed to Mountjoy Male Prison, 
misconduot, 5 ; removed to Spike Island, own request, 1 ; removed to 
Mountjoy Male Prison, 1, own request ; leaving at Lusk on the 31st 
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March, 1882, convicts, 29 ; the daily average being 32*3 for the year. Lush 
The conduct and industry has been very good, with one or two excep- ® 0KVICT 
tions, and owing to the constant attention given by the warders, who’ aisow * 
work with the men and encourage them on, many have been made good Sicperin- 
farm labourers whohave had no knowledge of such work, the larger portion 
being from the cities and other large towns of Ireland. We have had 
no absconding, or attempts at such, during tire year. The convicts 
attend school each evening after working hours, and Mr. Daly reports 
willingness to learn and improve themselves. We have had two chauges 
on the prison staff during the year. The Protestant chaplain resigned, 
and the Rev. A. D. Purefoy was appointed chaplain. The R. 0. Chaplain, 
the Rev. N. O; Farrell, died during the year, and Rev. M. J. Gibney 
was appointed chaplain. Both Protestant and R. 0. chaplains were very 
kind to the convicts, and took a deep interest in their future well-doing, 
which caused much regret at their loss. 

The usual farm works have been carried out, and the crops, cattle, 
sheep, and horses and pigs have done well, without any loss by accident 
or disease. Fifty-two cattle have been stall fed, 5 milch cows attended 
to, their calves reared, nearly 200 sheep and lambs, and young horses 
broken in and worked. The quarry only in part worked, as we have 
not a sufficient number of hands for the purpose. Buildings kept in 
repair with usual tradesmen — smith, carpenter, mason, tailor, and 
shoemaker. I have much pleasure in reporting that I have been well 
assisted by every officer of the prison, which the present state of the 
farm and works show. 

The usual statistics are annexed.

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HOMAN CATHOLIC CHAPLAIN’S REPORT. 

The Presbytery, Lust, 
April 22nd, 1882. 

Gentlemen, — It is with very great pleasure I write this, my first 
report, as R. 0. Chaplain of the Reformatory Prison of Lusk. Per 
fully acquainted as I had been with tho beneficent designs of the 
system carried out here, and knowing from past experience, as acting 
R. 0. Chaplain in Smithfield Prison, how thoroughly effective that 
system had been in realizing the object it had in view — the honest, 
sincere reform of the criminal — I did feel it a pleasure indeed to find 
myself once more engaged in the same good and satisfactory work. 

On my appointment, I found, as 1 1 had expected, that cordial goodwill 
and harmony between the officials find prisoners, that is, as it were, the 
keynote to the honest reform of the! prisoner’s heart. Where that honest 
confidence between prisoners and (officials has been established and is 
maintained, together with the strict observance of the prison rules, the 
chaplain’s duty is made a labour or love — for he finds ready and w illin g 
hearts to deal with, and 'at the same time every facility to move them, 
and open them to the influence of Divine Grace, on which alone in after 
life they must rely for perseverance in their good intentions and 
resolutions. 

Hence it affords me no small or unexpected pleasure to report to 
your Board the very great gratification and satisfaction I have felt in my 
ministry at the prison. The prisoners are docile, orderly, and anxious 
to avail themselves of the aids of religion. The officials are courteous, 
attentive, and most willing to afford us every facility consistent with 
the -prison rules. The superintendent (thoroughly imbued with the 
spirit of the system) is firm, yet gentle, determined, yet duly considerate, 
and hence esteemed and respected by all.

With reference to the return of punishments on Form No. 1, I beg 
to explain that the total number of punishments shown is 180 l ess 
than the number of offences, the difference being made up of 75 
cases that were dealt with by stoppage of marks or suspension of 
classification only, 5 1 by admonitions, 2 by the forfeiture of a portion of 
their gratuity, and 2 by the civil power. 

Of the 284 individual prisoners shown as punished, many were 
punished several times during the year. 

All dietary punishments at Spike Island, except stoppage of suppers, 
of which there were 31 cases during the year, have been carried out in 
the punishment cells ; the i 1 cases entered under heading “ Punish- 
ment Cells,” comprise 83 who were placed in dark refractory cells at 
Spike Island Prison, and 8 who were committed to dark cells at Cork 
male Prison. 

There were only 75 cases of deprivation of marks where no other 
punishment was ordered, and the remainder of the 320 cases of 
deprivation of marks shown were in addition to the dietary punishment. 

Thirty-four of the 777 offences were committed at Cork and Mary- 
borough Prisons.
